Amplifying his statement, Woods 
said he had talked by telephone with 
republican national headquarters in 
Chicago and was told that a member 
of the staff there had heard the report 
from a Chicago employe of the maga- 
zine. Woods said the employe was 
not identified and that the only rep- 
resentative of the Digest in Chicago 
was an advertising solicitor. 

A complaint was made to the New 
York Stock Exchange, Woods said, 
and an investigation is being made as 
to the source of the report.

—rebelled. 

An attempt then was made to lock 
all the prisoners inside the stockade, 
but they declined to go.

ling is the text of Alfred E, Smith’s 


speech at the Boston arena tonight: 

' Mr. Chairman and my very be- 
loved friends of Massachusetts: I am 
not out of place, I am not even by 
the great greeting disconcerted in the 
slightest degree, because I am home. 
I am home in every sense that that 
means. 1 left New York at 10 o'clock 
today. I have shaken hands in the 
rain from the back of a railroad 
train. I nearly fell off it at New 
Haven. I have signed my name five 
or six thousand times to autograph 
albums. I finally arrived in Provi- 
dence to get a great greeting and be 
ushered before a great audience. And 
finally there comes the climax of it 
all, Boston. 

“I invadd New England for a pur- 
pose and I propose before this: audi- 
ence tonight in the time allowed to 
me to show that the purpose was 
well founded. And that purpose was 
to come into New England and ask 
for the unqualified, full and complete 
support of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and John Garner. 

Now, I thought probably tonight 
while we are all here in this little 
family gathering, sitting around the 
table, you would frankly say to me, 
‘Father, what is this all about.’ 

I shall probably tell you. I am 
going to weave a kind of little melo- 
drama with its serious and its comic 
side, entitled “The Republican Fail- 
ure, or What Happens to the Repub- 
lican Best Minds.’ With the first 
leading character of the play a man 
of state and we will deal with his 
Detroit speech.

If I were to be asked tonight what 
in my opinion was the greatest fail- 
ure of the existing administration, I

——the final adjustment of our finan- 
cial condition, there is no doubt that 
they will be able to explain it but 
the explanation was not in their fa- 
vor, and it was therefore withheld. 

“In 1930 the United States treas- 
ury was facing a deficit of one bil- 
lion dollars—one billion! Not a 
single word was said about it, Not 
a single line was penned about it. 
Why? Because the administration 
was living in the hope that things 
would rectify themselves. And if you 
study that expression to its last 
and final analysis, it is the whole 
story of the present republican ad- 
ministration — living constantly in 
the hope that things would take 
care of themselves; that Divine Provi- 
dence would intervene, and that there 
would be no oceasion for anything 
forthcoming from the government.

In the meantime, with every op- 
portunity at hand, absolutely nothing 
was done by the republican adminis- 
tration to curtail the cost of govern- 
ment, although from the platform of 
1920, right up to the platform of 
1928, they promised reorganization 
and reconstruction of the federal 
government in order to cut out over- 
lapping and waste and duplication of 
effort, looking not only to efficiency, 
but to a greater economy in the con- 
duct of the nation’s business.

ALL GOOD GOVERNORS 
ARE NOW DEMOCRATS. 

While we are seated here in this 
auditorium tonight we can recall to 
our min with accuracy that 60 
per cent of the governors of -the 
states of the Union are democrats. 
And let us remember that the gov- 
ernorship is the primary school for 
the production of our presidents. 
Every successful and progressive 
president of the United States dur- 
ing my time has been a former gov- 
ernor of a state. Cleveland, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Woodrow Wilson 
and Calvin Coolidge. I’m_ talking 
about successful presidents. I would 
love to have some comparison made 
with their record and the records of 
some of our republican governors: 
We had a couple of them from In- 
diana. But you know where to go 
to look for them.. They are in a 
place where they cannot get out. 

Now, let us take a little look at 
that Detroit speech. The president 
in that speech, speaking about the 
finances of the country, said in an- 
swer to the democratic candidate, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, that even if 
he stopped all public works, stopped 
everything, he would have to finally 
take $500,000 from the _ veterans, 
and he said that would be a gross 
injustice. A gross injustice to whom? 
To the taxpayers. That is the great- 
est injustice, because there are men 
receiving money from the federal 
government today that not only 
never left this country, but never 
saw any kind of service, who were 
never in the service or ever had dis- 
ability directly traceable to the 
service, 

I don't know what you said, but 
I know what I said—the injustice 
there is to the taxpayer. 

Now, I was amused in that De- 
troit speech to see the president 
blaming all the failures of his ad- 
ministration upon the democratic 
house of representatives. 

That is an easy way to get away 
from it—blame it on somebody ‘else. 
What about the republican members 
of that house? Was he able to hold 
them? He was not. Was he able to 
deliver them to his policies? He was 
not. 

While we are talking on that sub- 
ject, what about the governors of 
our eastern states here? What about 
Governor Roosevelt, of New York, 
who had a hostile republican legis- 
lature to deal with, who at the same 
time made a record of achievement 
that made him prominent enough 
through the United States to be nom- 
inated for the presidency? What 
about your own governor? The con- 
structive reforms inaugurated in this 
state for the benefit and in the in- 
terest of the commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts were enacted upon his ini- 
tiative. He put the force of public 
opinion behind him in spite of a re- 
publican legislature. What about 
Governor Cross, of Connecticut? He 
had to battle with a republican leg- 
islature and achieved a record suffi- 
cient to insure his re-election as evi- 
denced by the multitude that greeted 
him on the trip talay—brought about 
in spite of a hostile republican legis- 
lature. The same can be said of 
Governor Moore, of New Jersey, 
twice governor, who never had the 
legislature in sympathy with him. 
What is the real trouble and matter 
with the leading character of our 
drama tonight. the president of the 
United States? 

The trouble is that he lacks the 
power of leadership even over the 
members of his own party, and what 
is more, he lacks the power of appeal 
to the people themselves that in the 
Jast analysis can handle any legisla- 
ture. All they have got to do is 
hear from the folks at home. Now 
the president in the Detroit speech 
complained very bitterly about an 
item of $332,000,000 that he claimed 
was forced upon him by the demo- 
cratic legislators in Washington. 
Well, what is the analysis of that? 
Two-thirds of that amount is subject 
to his direct control, and I challenge 
anybody to deny it—two-thirds of it. 
The other third is for federal high- 
ways. 

And incidentally let me say this: 
That that one-third is the only part 
of all that money that gave employ- 
ment to anybody or provided a job 
for a single man, and I am forced 
to the conclusion tonight that the 
democratic legislators in Washing- 
ton did a good job when they forced 
that on Hoover. 

MORE JOBLESS NOW 
THAN EVER BEFORE. 

Let us give it another look. He 
says it can be demonstrated that-the 
tide has turned, and that the gigan- 
tic forces of depression are in re- 
treat. Why, the real fact is if you 
take New York city as a barometer, 
and it ought to be a fair one, that 
there are more people out of work 
today than there were this time a 
year ago. The real truth is that for 
one year and a half President Hoo- 
ver refused to recognize this condi- 
tion. He has had statistics come 
from his state department to deny 
it, but he lived in the eternal hope 
that it might cure itself, with the 
favorite expression, “Prosperity is 
just around the corner.” And after 
he was forced to admit it, and forced 
to acknowledge it, he spent two years 
explaining to everybody that he had 
it licked. Now, anything that _ it 
takes two years to lick is pretty for- 
midable, 

Well, another favorite excuse for 
the depression is the shock from 
abroad. Hoover once contended that 
we were a self-contained nation, and 
that we did not need help from any- 
body, but when bad times came upon 
us the shock from abroad indicated 
that he changed his mind and came 
to the conclusion that we had to have 
some help from abroad and when we 
didn’t get it it was called a shock. 

What was the first great mistake 
of the Hoover administration? It 
was made by a man without experi- 
ence, although built up in the 1928 
campaign as that of a great engi- 
neer, a man with a great knowledge 
of government, a man with a great 
knowledge of our foreign affairs. His 
great mistake was that he fell- for 
Borah. 

As I said to the newspapermen 
when JI was leaving New York, 
called him my Idaho potato. The 
Idaho potato sold him a gold brick. 
He convinced him that it was not wise 
for him to promise an extraordinary 
session of congress for farm relief, 
and Hoover called him and made his 
big mistake, because the legislators 
immediately began to tinker with the 
tariff, and for 15 months they left 
this country in a state of chaos.

NEW DISCOVERIES 
IN CHROMOSOMES 
BARED BY SCIENCE 


PASADENA, Cal., Oct. 27.—(/)— 
Studies of the internal structure of 
chromosomes, those slender’ threads 
of life that house secrets of evolu- 
tion and heredity, were disclosed here 
Wednesday by Berwind P, Kaufman, 
national research fellow in biology on 
leave from the University of Alabama. 

Kaufman said experimental work 
at the Kerckhoff . biological laborato- 
ries here on the basic cell life of the 
drosophila melanogaster, or vinegar 
fly, combined with his, study of plisnt 
cell life, convince him the internal 
structure of chromosomes is coil-like, 
rather than of a banded structure. 

This study is of profound interest 
to biologists, for . chromosomes are 
the moving. apartment houses in 
which dwell the genes, units of hered- 
ity and evolution, wherein nature has 
locked the secret of life. itself, 

Genes have never been seen, being 
such tiny particles, several hundred 
are contained in chromosomes that 
measure about a hundreth-thousandth 
of an inch, Chromosomes vary in 
size, but not in proportion to the liv- 
ing structure which they make up.

Health Talks

REST VERSUS EXERCISE FOR 
GALL-BLADDER. 

More important than any question 

of medicine, diet, massage, manipula- 


tion or surgical technic in a great 
many cases is the problem of pre- 
scribing and insuring the right degree 
or kind of exercise or rest, 

When a physician says rest he 
doesn’t mean what the layman thinks 
he means, 

To the physician rest may mean &a 
special posture, a plaster splint. a 
drug to relax accommodation, selec- 
tion of food which is completely di- 
gested in the stomach or little or not 
at all digested there, breast or belly 
breathing, mutism, fasting, even poi- 
soning. 

When there is a good reason to 
think the patient has chronic chole- 
cystitis (gall-bladder inflammation) 
with or withont gallstones, it .is gen- 
erally advisable to avoid the ever- 
ready laxative or cathartic, no mat- 
ter whether it be ordinary salts, nat-- 
ural mineral water or an pil. These 
remedies, so lightly taken $y laymen, 
cause contraction of the gall-bladder 
and ejection of bile or an attempt at 
ejection, and the contraction increases 
the colic or pain, without accomplish- 
ing any benefit greater than an ordi- 
nary meal would produce, 


The colic or pain associated with 
gall-bladder inflammation, whether 
there are gallstones or not, is chiefly 
due to contractions of the gall-blad- 
der and bile passages. Besides saline 
laxatives and castor or olive oil, we 
know that the ejection of chyme (di- 
gesting food mass mixed with. acid 
gastric juice) into the duodenum pro- 
duces such contraction, especially food 
containing. considerable fag; such as 
yolk of egg, cream, butter, animal 
fats, olive oil. And we know that an- 
ger. produces such contractions. 

There is still another reason why 
persons with gall-bladder trouble 
should avoid the foods mentioned and 
certain other items to be mentioned 
presently. These foods contain con- 
siderable cholesterol, a fat-like sub- 
stance which enters into the composi- 
tion of most gallstones. Besides the 
fats named, liver, brains, peas, beans 
and wheat are rich in cholesterol. If 
you are subject to chronic lowgradé 
cholecystitis it will do you no harm 
to get your carbohydrates (starches 
or sugars) from other items than 
those named, and to play the role of 
Jack Spratt, that is, take the lean 
and give your other half the fat or 
the cream. 

Nothing said here about rest for 
the sick gallbladder is to be con- 
strued as an injunction against belly 
breathing. Belly breathing is bene- 
ficial in every conceivable liver or 
gall-bladder trouble except only cases 
that put the patient in bed with doc- 
tor in attendance. Patients as ill as 
that should ask the attending y- 
sician about belly breathing. If he 
smiles about it; you may tell him, 
with my compliments, that it is at 
least as helpful as any other bit of 
hocus-pocus we physicians know 
about.

ECONOMIST SCORES 


BANKING PRACTICE 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—(UP) 
All bank failures cannot be blamed on 
the business depression, Dr. Charles 
O. Hardy, of the Brookings Institute, 
reported today after an intensive sur- 
vey of banking and financing in 
America. F 

He estimates that in the decade 
1922-1931 there were 8,784 bank in- 
solvencies in this country, or 29 per 
cent of the number of banks in opera- 


tion at the beginning of the period. 

Hardy blames “the inherent bank- 
ing instability” on: 

“The whole system of pyramiding 
a vast array of obligations which, teéh- 
nically or practically, are payable pn 
demand on a slender basis of ‘cash 
and an even slenderer base in ‘the 
form of stockholders’ equity. Thus 
dependence for solvency is placed on 
assets which can only be liquidated 
by. transfer or by wholesale destruc- 
tion of monetary values.” 

He concludes his survey with the 

assertion that “while the United 
States is not the only important 
country in which banks become in- 
solvent, it is the only one in which 
they are allowed to fail.” 
; “Establishment of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation,” Hardy 
continues, “is to be regarded as a rec- 
ognition of the fact that in America, 
as elsewhere, the private business of 
banking, if organized on a larze 
scale, is indissolubly tied up with the 
publie interest in maintaining a uni- 
form means of payment which will 
command the confidence of the com- 
munity.” 


U. S. QUARANTINES 
WORM - INFESTED 
FLORIDA COUNTIES

quested by Mr. Talmadge because he 
felt that the worm’s presence in three 
fields warranted the action to make it 
certain that the Georgia crop would 
not become infested. 

The Washington order was accom- 
plished through the amending of an 
order passed about six years ago when 
the boll worm was found to be infest- 
ing Texas cotton. 

It was announced Thursday at 
Commissioner Talmadge’s office that 
Mr. Talmadge earlier had been in- 
formed that the federal department of 
agriculture already had sent a num- 
ber of agents to Florida to assist the 
Florida state agriculture department 
in handling the matter and that it 
was reasonably certain that the spread 
of the pest would be halted at once. 

Restrictions Explained. 

“The quarantine restrictions which 
apply to areas as lightly infested as 
northern Florida do not seriously im- 
pede the movement of cotton,” Lee A. 
Strong. chief of the bureau of plant 
quarantine, said in Washington Thurs- 
day. “The cotton must be compressed 
at authorized compresses in the vi- 
cinity of the regulated areas and it 
must move both to the compress and 
to market under federal permits. 

“Compression crushes any pink boll 
worms which may be in the bales, and 
in lightly infested areas this has been 
found sufficient to prevent the car- 
riage to other localities of pink boll 
worms in baled cotton lint. 

“Cottonseed, which is the product 
most likely to carry pink boll worms, 
must be sterilized by heat in order 
to prevent the building up of a gen- 
eral infestation in the territory, and 
the regulations forbid shipment of cot- 
tonseed to uninfested localities, Per- 
mits are required for the interstate 
shipment of other cotton products orig- 


be! inating in the regulated area.” 


More than 90 per cent of Florida’s 
cotton has already been sinned, it was 
cited, so the restrictions will have 
slight effect on this year’s crop. 

The other areas of .the Upited 
States now under quarantine because 
of the pink boll worm, which is dis- 
tinct from the boll weevil, “include 
parts of western Texas, southern New 
Mexico and western and central Ari- 
zona. The insect has also been found 
in wild cotton along the coast of south- 
ern and western Florida but this wild 
cotton is now being eradicated.

and suggestions followed generally. 

“If the recall againstseKey had been 
successful Chief John Terrell would 
have done: plenty of nominating” Gil- 
liam said. “Since it was not a sue- 
pow board members evidently thought 
they could select officers without his 
aid. If Atlanta gets an increase in 
fire rates it appears to me that sup- 
porters of the recall movement are re- 
sponsible for it.” 

Although Gilliam did not charge it 
openly he hinted that since Terrell’s 
advice was not asked in filling severa!

DECISION IS REVERSED 
ON INSURANCE CASE 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 27.—(4)— 
The United States fifth circuit court 
of appeals, in an opinion handed 
down today, reversed and remanded 
for further proceedings a decision of 
the federal court for the middle dis- 
trict of Georgia in which a jury 
awarded Dr. S. P. Wise a claim for 
$4,000 on a policy issued, by the Pilot 
Life Insurance Company. 

The appeals court held that suffi- 
cient evidence had not been obtained 
to determine whether Paul H. Jen- 
nings,. medical student, died accidental- 
ly or committed suicide. In the lat- 
ter case the policy would be -voided. 

Dr. Wise, according to the evidence, 
was paying Jennings’ tuition at the 
University of Georgia and in return 
was named beneficiary in the policy.

It’s perfectly idle to express dis- 
satisfaction with life in general un- 
less one intends to do something 
about the conditions that bring 
about the dissatisfaction. In your 
case there is a lot to be done. No 
woman that denies herself every- 
thing and makes a drudge of her- 
self for her husband and children 
is doing anything admirable or 
reasonable. Rather she is sowing 
seeds of laziness and selfishness_in 
the lives of her children which will 
yield a big crop, In addition she 
is spoiling her husband and mak- 
ing it certain that he will be unap- 
preciative of her efforts, inconsid- 
erate of her as long as she lives. 


Children in their teens should be 
made to help their mother with the 
housework. Why should they, born 
into a home of poor. people, be 
brought up to feel that their mother 
is a servant to prepare their meals 
and clean up afterwards? You are 
doing for your children the very thing 
that you criticise in your neighbors. 
You are encouraging them to live be- 
yond their means. Not that they buy 
what they «annot pay for, but that 
they. have what they are not enritled 
to: Freedom from the cares and re- 
sponsibilities of the home in which 
they live. 


In addition they have pocket money 
for pleasures which their mother de- 
nies herself to secure to them. The 
proof that they are already tainted 
with the selfishness that your unself- 
ishness and your mistaken idea of 
kindness are calculated to imbue them 
with, lies in the fact that they have 
not seen the injustices of the situa- 
tion, that they have not realized that 
you are working yourself into a nerv- 
eus condition while they are going 
about their pleasure.

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a Story of Georgia’s New Law Building Is 
One Which Belongs to Football 


. 


It was 1900 and autumn at Athens and the University of |%5 


- Georgia. 
‘ It was football season, but there was little material and the 
schedule was long and difficult. 
And there was a young man there who had a little weight. 
’ He knew nothing of football, He was not skilled at it. But he 
did have weight, and so he went out for the team. 

There is no telling how miuch punishment he ab- 
sorbed. He played center. It is a position where the 
player, on offense, is practically helpless m so far as pro- 
tecting himself is concerned. 

But the young fellow, who had a little weight, passed the 
ball back all season to his backs. And they were about as bat- 
tered as he. The center was injured and there was not enough 
coachifg to help a great deal. They simply wanted Georgia to 
have a football team. 

It was a painful, exacting season, but they played it out. 

And in 1901 the center graduated. 

' It is now autumn in 1932. And Saturday there will 

be a law school building dedicated at Athens. There will 

be a ceremony about it. There will be speeches about the 

tremendous success the man, whose name the building 

will bear, has made in his profession. There will be 
stories extolling his citizenship, and the love which he 
has for his fellowman and they for him. 
. Programs are fine things, but they rarely tell the full story. 
And I wondered if they would tell the story of how Harold 
Hirsch, the young boy of 1900, took the blows and the physical 
punishment of the 1900 football season and then went out and 
‘ found other problems not quite so difficult. 

The Harold Hirsch law building will be dedicated 
Saturday. It is one of the finest buildings on a southern 
campus.

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TRACKS IN EAST 
FINISH IN “RED: 
OUTLOOK DARK 


Shorter Meetings and Re- 
duced Purses. Seen. 
Many May Close.

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—(#)—The 
metropglitan horse-race season, mark- 
ed by heavy financial losses for the 
tracks, a general lack of interest by 
the public and injuries to many star 
performers, comes to a close Satur- 
day, with the prospects far from 
bright for the renewal of the thorough- 
bred sport next spring, except on an 
abbreviated scale. F 

With a decided. decline in gate re- 
ceipts, the tracks’ chief source of rev- 
enue, every course in New York state, 
with the possible exception of Empire 
City, finished far in the red. 

Belmont Park and Saratoga officials 
annually expect a deficit, due to their 
rich purses and policy of putting prof- 
its back into improvements, but they 
have been so hard hit this year that 
retrenchment appears inevitable. 


PURSES SLASHED. 


Purses were slashed and overhead 
cut to the bone at Jamaica and Aque- 
duct. There is a’ strong possibility, 
however, these tracks will not open 
their gates next year unless relief is 
furnished in the form of legislation 
legalizing betting. 

Racing men predict that the snort 
in the state next year will be limited 
to a 30-day meeting at Belmont Park, 
to run off stakes, with the probability 
of a shortened session at Saratoga. 

Joseph E. Widener. president of the 
Westchester Racing . Association, 
which operates Belmont Park, has an- 
nounced his intention of going before 
the state legislature this winter in an 
effort to secure the adoption of a pari- 
mutuel ‘aw—a law which would give 
the state and track a percentage of all 
money wagered. 

Under the present system of “mem- 
ory” betting, the tracks receive no cut 
of the money bet with bookmakers. 
They are forced to charge an admis- 
sion of $3.85, as compared to $1 and 
$1.50 in Maryland, Illinois and Ken- 
tucky. where pari-mutuel wagering 1s 
permitted,

Colonel Berry’s letter asked that 
Professor Dougherty make an investi- 
gation of the players and issue a pub- 
lic statement thereon, 

The letter pointed out that, since 
the recent disqualification of a player 
for technically violating the confer- 
ence summer baseball rule, “ugly 
rumors have been flying thick and 
fast—both on the street and in the 
press—here in Nashville, as well as in 
other cities throughout the southern 
territory, as to the eligibility of at 
least 10 outstanding athletes on South- 
ern conference teams, three of whom 
are on the team of our (Tennessee) 
university.” 

Colonel Berry asserted that the sum- 
mer rule “seems to me to a very 
ill-advised one, but, since it is one of 
the rules of the conference, it should 
be observed until modified or fe- 


pealed.” 

“As a member of the board of 
trustees,”’ the letter continued, “I feel 
that our athletic council should in- 
vestigate the athletic status of these 
players and if the eligibility of these 
players has not been impaired the 
university should issue a public state- 
ment clearing the names of the men 
involved. If these players have been 
guilty of violating eligibility rules, ap- 
propriate action should also be taken. 

“Such a course would protect both 
the individuals involved and the uni- 
versity, and I hope your investigation 
will find these rumors  \-ith respect 
to our men without foundation.” 

Colonel Berry did not mention any 
names in his letter, which was. mailed 
today. 

Julian Foster, of Madison, Ga., Van- 
derbilt University end, recently was 
disbarred from further participation 
in intercollegiate athletics because he 
played several “informal” or practice 
games in addition to the three games 
(a week allowed under conference regu- 
| lations, 

The executive committee of the con- 
ference in a telegraphic vote upheld 
the action of Vanderbilt coaches in 
ruling Foster ineligible.

After 13 years, soviet Russia has 
_ established itself as a “going concern,” 

and every counter-revolutionary force 
within its borders has been subdued, 
the Rev. Dr. M. Ashby Jones, promi- 
nent lecturer, said in an address Thurs- 
day morning before the Scottish Rite 
Hospital Auxiliary at the, Piedr.ont 

Club. It was Dr. Jones’ sec- 
ond t in a series of lectures being 
- Sponsored by the auxiliary for the 
- benefit of the hospital for cripplcd 
children, and was his initia] lecture 
in a series he will deliver on tue sub- 
Russia. 

“The western world,” Dr. Jones 
said, “has refused to accept the soviet 
government as permanent. It has look- 
ed hopefully for more than a decade 
for a counter-revolution to some more 
conservative political form. Prophecy 
is a precarious business on any sub- 
ject, but especially about Russia. How- 
ever, some facts stand out with com- 
pelling significance. 

“The , soviet government has with- 
steod a civil war, in which its enemies 
were aided by the allies of western 
Europe and the United States. Again, 
it fought successfully against Poland, 
which was aided by France and other 
powers. Today every counter-revolu- 
tionary force within Russia has been 
subdued. The authority of the govern- 
ment is unquestioned throughout its 
vast domain, and everywhere is the 
clear evidence that it is functioning in 
an orderly fashion, After 13 years it 

a ‘going concern.’ 

“The best judgment I can get is that 


whatever changes may come in the’ 
future will be evolutionary and not |

revolutionary ; that changes are taking 
place, and will continue, but these 
changes are, and will be from within, 
and not from without.” 
Absolute Dictatorship. 

“Necessary to understanding soviet 
Russia,” Dr. Jones continued, “is the 
fact that it is an absolute dictatorship. 


It is a dictatorship which from the) 
very nature of the condition, cannot | 


brook any opposition. However, the 
government allows quite a large meas- 
ure of liberty, within a well-defined 
political and social area. ‘here is 
granted a measure of local self-govern- 
ment which does not interfere with 
federal authority, and which is not 
inimical to communistic principles. 
Citizens are perfectly free to criticize 
and protest against political officials. 
The distinction must be kept clear, 
however, between criticizing the ad- 
ministration of the system of govern- 
ment and criticizing the system itself. 
The latter will not be tolerated. 

“In its last analysis, there is no 
legislative body, as we understand the 
term. Acts of the government are not 
legislated, but ‘promulgated’ by the 
executive committee. These may be 
repealed or modified at the will of 
the committee, So, an accused is not 
tried by statute law, and the judge 
may or may not allow him counsel for 
his defense.” 

The effect of such a government 
upon the people oi outlined by the 
lecturer, who said 

“Te be fair, we must remember the 
Russia which the soviets inherited 
from the czars. It would be unfair 
to compare present conditions in Rus- 
sia with those in England or the 
United States. We must compare 
conditions in Russia now with condi- 
tions under the czars; must see again 
the exaggerated luxury and oriental 
splendor of the imperial court, in 

shameful contrast with the pitiful pov- 
sete of the masses of the neople; must 
recall stories of George Kenyon, por- 
traying the cruelties of the police 
system, the terrors of Siberia and 
the spiritual enslavement of the people 
by the Russian church. While the 
aristocracy lived in a modern world 
of physical comfort, and a cultural 
life of art and literature, the peasant 
had made practically no advancement, 
materially or spiritually, for 10 cen- 
turies, In his ignorance, superstition 
and poverty, the mujik lived in the 
tenth century. 

Improvement of Masses. 

“It is true that under the soviets 
the remnant of the upper classes suf- 
fer every disadvantage. unless they 
accept the present regime. On the 
other hand, the entire resources of the 
state are concentrated upon the one 
purpose of the material and intellec- 
tual improvement of the masses. They 
inherited a Russia which was 70 per 
eent illiterate, and so comprehensive 
is their education plan that they hope 
by 19385 to wipe out illiteracy for all 
under 30 years of age. 

“In addition to the schools, the 
royal * sen pro art galleries, museums 
and libraries, with their beauty and 


learning, hitherto open only to the | 


aristocracy, are now being made ac- 
cessible to all the people. 


proletarian under 30 years of age.” 


“In order to understand the spirit | 


Thus they | 
seek to open the door of hope to every | 


of the people,” Dr. Jones asserted, 
“one must know the spirit of their 
leaders. No member of the commu- 
nist party receives more than $125 
a month. While there is a schedule 
for the workmen, of six days—soon to 
be shortened to five days a week— 
and an eight-hour work day, the lead- 
ers know no limits to their days. or 
hours of work. 

‘The universal] testimony of the 
representatives of foreign corpora- 
tions and the foreign newspapers, who 
have been observers in Russia for 
years, is that they do not spare 
themselves, but work with a religious 
zeal at their tasks. When we ask 
why they work thus, and live what, 
for us, is a life of poverty, we touch 
that most delicate and illusive realm 
of motives. Just as strong in human 
nature as the money motive are those 
primary passions for power, prestige 
and popularity which make a strong 
appeal under the soviet system. 
There is, too, the tremendous chal- 
lenge of a great adventure in the po- 
litical and economic enterprise in 
which they are engaged. 

“There is the dare of a social ad- 
venture which appeals to the heroic 
in human nature. And who will ven- 
ture to say what measure there is of 
human sympathy, calling forth a sac- 
rificial service, for these millions of 
people who have suffered so long in 
sweat and blood, that others might 
live in idle luxury?”
